COA Programs & Services Update

Programs and Activities continue to have high attendance and many waiting lists. We are finding 
ways to accommodate as many people as possible in our programs at the Community Center 
while balancing the program costs and staff bandwidth. 

Our Holiday Jazz Luncheon has had a waiting list for weeks and hosted 100 residents today. 
Arlington Police Department members served the meals. Warm Wishes Holiday Gift Bags were 
assembled by APD following the luncheon and will be delivered to 100 older adults in town 
through December 22. The gift bag included personal items, household items and a gift card for 
groceries. Funding for the gift bags came from the Mirak Foundation and several private 
donations. 

The COA will be adding a weekly Indian Seniors of Arlington group. Modeled after a popular 
group in Lexington, this group will have Lexington Seniors train Arlington seniors on how to get 
things up and running and then partner with Lexington on a few combined annual events. 
Other new programs starting in January include a Winter Wednesdays Mental Health Support 
Group, “Cooking for One” Class, Monthly Movies, Jeopardy, an Info Session with Cambridge 
Neighbors, a Baking Class series and more. 

Elderly and Disabled Tax Relief Applications are due January 31. We are spreading the word 
about this opportunity as much as possible to home owners reaching out to us for financial 
assistance.

c. Ona state wide call regarding LIHEAP this week, it was explained that applications are more than 
double what they were this time last year. The agency is processing applications that were sent 
in October at this point, so wait times for approval are months long, 11,000 applications are 
received and waiting to be processed. 

d. We received a $24,000 donation last week that sustains one of our larger funds for financial 
assistance each year.
